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HE WAR against terror- 

ism is a protracted one. 
‘There is no one-time ele- 

t solution. It is a series 

of blows. Blows which 

limit the terrorists’ operational 
capability and destroy their Infra- 
structure. Blows which give us 
a brief week, a brief month, of 
peace. It's a long war, and you 
can't always be ready. You can’t 
possibly know it all. The world 
is their battlefield, and the world 
has done precious little to pre- 
vent terrorism. Not the govern- 
ments of the world, not the 
United Nations and not the Inter- 
national Pilots’ Federation. Israel 
has thus had to seize evary op- 
portunity it can get — even if 
that opportunity is taken with the 
clear knowledge that international 
opinion may censure the action. 

There are few people in Israel, 
outside the Defence establish- 
ment, who are in a better position 
than Aluf (Res.) Aharon Yariv 
to judge the merits or other- 
wise of last week's decision to 
intercept a civilian passenger 
plane in the hope of catching Dr. 
George Habash. 

Until slightly over a month ago, 
Yariv was the man who coordi- 
nated the fight against terror. 
Some 10 months ago he ended 
an eight-year term as Chief of 
Army Intelligence. Earlier this 
week, Cairo Radio credited him 
with belng one of the main archi- 
tects of Israel's successful fight 
against international Arab terror- 
jam, at the same time regretting 
the fact that they thought he 
would be returning to his pre- 
vious job. 

The job was not, and is not a 
simple one. Israel hes 92 diplo- 
matic missions abroad, while the 
Jewish Agency has 84 offices, and 
£1 Al another 40 agencies. Israeli 
planes use more than 20 inter. 
national airports and Israeli shipy 
call at some 220 ports. There are 
thousands of Israelis working and 
studying abroad. All are potential 
targets for terror gangs, which 
possess more than sufficient means 
and have a wide basis of inter 
national cooperation. 

George Habash’s organization, 
the Povey Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine, is, according to 
Yariv, the second most important 
orgenization from Israel's int 
of view — second only to Fatah 
and its executive arm, Black 
September. Habash, whose head’ 
quarters are in Belrut, was re- 
sponsible for the Lod massacre, 
and more recently. for the hijack- 
ing of the Japanese Airlines’
